Rush Days. 
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f^ |NLY the drone of saw- 
\3 
mills rises now to rip- 
ple the sleepy serenity 
of Idaho City, but Old 


Timers recall it as a bright 
busy city of gold which owed 
its creation to an Indian's mem- 
ory. 


Who the Indian was, or 


svhence he vanished, nobody 
can be found to tell,-but it was 
a casual, friendly word from. 
this member of an intermittent- 
ly hostile tribe which led to the 
opening of one of the richest 
gold fields the country has ever 
known. 


Three hundred million dollars, it is 


said to have yielfleJ, and the rush for 
riches brought treasure seekers from 
all over the land, brought them plod- 
ding wearily, eagerly, down thronsli 
the pine clad hills into the Boise 
Basin, there to louiul Idaho City, 
hardihood of these pioneers and to 


And as if a monument to the valiant 


hardihood of thesp pioneers and to 
the memory of that friendly Indian, 
Idaho City rtancls as stalwart today 
as it did in tl:oce long ago sixties, 
though a bare five hundred live now in 
the staunch old houses of pondosa 
pine which once gave shelter to many 
thousand men.

, In Elk'"City lived Moses, Splawn, a 
great rock.of,a man -^lio had,sought 
gol^'in vain.^wtio liad'-twice' escaped 
from the Indians, and who, ruggedly 
persistent, was convinced that these 
tales of golden treasure were 'true 
and that he would have his share. 


Friendly Indians drifted into' the 


little settlement from time to time 
with fresh stories of gold, and Splawn 
questioned thorn eagerly. But they 
wore vague, their directions were wide 
gestures and of no aid 'to Splawn. 


And .then, one day, a. Bannack In- 


dian w'.ioin "Mooes Splawn had be- 
friended became suddenly and sur- 
prisingly loquacious. 


As a boy ,«iaii ho; country v over the 


mountains—and the Indian pointed in 
tho direction of the Boise Basin—ho 
had sicn much' yellow metal in the

The man was convincing and Splawn 


believed him. So in 1862, he led a 
smallv" and determined band of pio- 
neers out into the hills and headed for 
the Boise Basin. The hardships were 
searing. The country was rough and 
wild and hard to penetrate. All about 
were Indians ready to kill. And then 
came mutiny. 
' 


Members of Splawn's band were dis- 


satisfied with the course he was tak- 
ing. They had no faith in the Indian's 
directions! They plotted together, and 
finally demanded that Splawn aban- 
don the cource he was following and 
go the- way they said. 


He was obdurate, so by violence 


tho conspirators sought to depose him. 
But Splawn was a lusty lighter and 
he and the loyal 6nes among his fol- 
lowers .tyad their way., The treasure 
hunt "pushed on. 


Splnwn's 
party, pmslng slowly 


ahead, fell in with a group of pros- 
pectors from "Walla Walla, led by a 
man named'"Grimes. They, also, were 
headed for the Boise Valley, and for 
protection ag»inst the Indians the two 
bauds combined. 


Leader Slain by Indians 


But the increased numbers were not 


sufficient to daunt the Indians, who 
attacked i« force one night. The battle 
was bloody, and George Grimes fell, 
an arrow in his heart. The spot where 
he was buried is still known as Grimes 
Pass. 


The courage of the pioneers finally 


bore them into the Boise Basin. And 
the gold was there. They found it 
first at what later became known as 
Pioneer. Then they located gold gravel 
a little farther on. This place is called 
Centreville now. Eventually, in De- 
cember, 1862, they discovered unbe- 
lievably rich diggings deep in the Val- 
ley, and it was there that Idaho City 
came into being. 


Word of the wealth of the gold de- 


posits seems to have been borne on 
the winds. Faded copies of the news- 
papers of those days tell the story. 
Prom all points of the compass, from 
all parts of the union,,from Canada, 


^ hot-eyed men in search of riches. 


Lawyers deserted their clients, phy- 


sicians their patients. Clerks left their 
counters - and followed their employ- 
ers to the Boise' Basin. Even ministers 
were numbered among the thousands 
In the rush. _ Men pld and young' set 
out 
for Idaho. 
, v 


In a month, Idaho City had sprung 


out of the wilderness, its hastily ris- 
ing buildings wrought to'endure from 
the pine forests which. eraen-clad the 
— 
~ ~ 


hills sweeping up from Moore's Creek, 
the stream beside which the town 
squatted. 


Shop-keepers who had gone west to 


find gold found it, but not as they had 
planned. 
They put up stores, and 


these proved rich mines. Within four 
months after its creation, Idaho City 
"had five hundred stores and business 
places," to quote the proud reminis- 
cences of an Old Timer. 


"And 
twenty thou&aud population 


in the city and nearby territory," he 
added boastfully. 


Quick to see the richness of ,the 


strike, the famous Wells Fargo Com- 
pany established an express office at 
Idaho City, and much of the ?300,000,- 
000 said to have been mined in this re- 
gion passed over the rough pine count- 
ers of the old building, which bulks 
stoutly even today in the ?to\vn of 
golden memories. 


'Forty-Miners Take a Hand 


'Forty-nmersi "came north" 
from 


California to take a part In this new 
gold adventure. The inevitable dance 
halls sprang into being. The bars were 
never closed. It was a wild, vivid, ro- 
mantic period beside which these days 
in Weepah are tepid and tame.'' 


During the feverish rt^h and bustle 


of the sixties an industry was estab- 
lished which was to keep Idaho City 
alive long after the gold had dwindled 
almost to nothing. The Industry was 
lumbering. Saw mills had been con- 
structed, roughly but well, to si7<o and 
shape the lasting pine of which the 
town was built. The first steam mill In 
Idaho Territory fwas put up in Idaho 
City. It was known as Major Taylor's 
mill, and It was the nucleus o£ the

big Industry of today which, in the 
sixties, Idaho City didn't dream of. 


Writers and romantic travelers who, 


in search of the color of tho western 
sixties, have dipped into tho Boise 
Basin and wandered in and out of the 
memory-haunted homes and deserted 
stores of Idaho City, which remain 
snug and weather-proof and redolent 
with the fragrance of pondosa pine 
cut in 1862, say their Visit was well 
repaid. 


The ancient stago barn of tho Wolls 


Fargo Company is shadowy with im- 
ages of tho past Its old-fashioned man- 


gers and stalls are deep in the dust 
of half a century, but there they ie- 
main. 


The old jail house on the hill at the

M embers of Splawn’s band were dis­ 
satisfied with the course he was tak 
ing. T hey had no faith in the Indian’s 
directions. They plotted together, and 
finally demanded that Splawn aban­ 
don the cou rte he was following and 
go the way they said. 
He was obdurate, so by violence 
the conspirators sought to depose him. 
But Splawn was a lusty fighter and 
he and the loyal ones among his fol­ 
low ers had their way.

ahead, fell In with a group of p ros­ 
pectors front W alla W alla, led by a 
man named Grimes. 
They, also, w ere

Leader Slain by Indiana 
But the increased numbers were not 
sufficient to daunt the Indians, who 
attacked rn force one night. The b attle 
was bloody, and George Grimes fell, 
an arrow in his heart. The spot w here 
he was buried is still kuown as G rim es 
Pass. 
The courage of the pioneers finally 
bore them into the Boise Basin. Aud 
the gold was there. They found 
It 
first at what later becam e known aw 
Pioneer. Then they located gold gravel 
a little fart lier on. This place is called 
Centreville new. 
Eventually, in 
De 
cern ber, 1862, they discovered pnbe- 
lievably rich diggings deep iii the V al­ 
ley, and it was there that Idaho C ity 
cam e into being. 
W ord of the wealth of the gold d e­ 
posits seem s to have been borne on 
the winds. Faded copies of the new s­ 
papers of those days tell the story. 
From all points of the com pass, from 
all parts of the union, from C anada, 
cam e hot-eyed men in search of riches. 
Law yers deserted their clients, phy­ 
sicians their patients. Clerks left th eir 
counters and followed their em ploy­ 
ers to the Boise Basin. Even m inisters 
were numbered among the thousands 
in the rush. Men old and young set 
out for Idaho. 
In a month, Idaho City had sprung 
out of the w ilderness, its hastily ris ­ 
ing buildings wrought to endure from 
the pine forests which green-clad the 


hills sweeping up from M oore’s Creek, 
the stream beside 
which the town 
squatted. 
Shop-keepers who had gone west to 
find gold found it, but not as they had 
planned. 
They 
put up stores, and 
these proved rich mines. W ithin four 
months after its creation, idaho City 
"had five hundred stores and business 
places,” to quote the proud remiuis 
canoes of an Old Tim er. 
“And twenty thousand 
population 
in the city and nearby territory,” he 
added boastfully. 
Quick to see the richness of the 
strike, the famous W ells Farg o Com­ 
pany established an express office at 
Idaho City, and much of the $200,000,- 
000 said to have been mined in this re­ 
gion passed over the rough pine count­ 
ers of the old building, which bulks 
stoutly even today in the town ot 
golden memories.

The inevitable dance 
halls sprang into being. The bars were 
never closed. It was a wild, vivid, ro­ 
m antic period beside which these days

During the feverish ru* h and bustle 
of the sixtius an industry was estab 
Hulled which was to keep Idaho City 
alive long after the gold had dwindled 
alm ost to nothing. The industry was 
lumbering. Saw mills had been con­ 
structed, roughly but well, to size and 
shape the lasting pine of which the 
town was built. The first steam mill in 
idaho T erritory was put up iii Idaho 
City. It was known as M ajor T aylor’s 
mill, and it was the nucleus of the

big industry of today which, In the 
sixties, Idaho City didn't dream of. 
W riters and rom antic travelers w ho, 
in search of the color of the western 
sixties, have dipped Into tho Boise 
Basin and wandered in and out of the 
memory-haunted homes and deserted 
stores of Idaho City, which remain 
snug and weather proof stud redolent 
with the fragrance of pondosa pine 
cut In 1862, say their visit was well 
repaid. 
The ancient stage barn of the W ells 
Fargo Company is shadowy with lin­ 
ages of tho past. Its old fashioned m an­ 


gers and stalls are deep in the dust 
of half a century, but there they re­ 
main. 
The old jail house on the hill at the 
edge of town still looks escape proof. 
It was the first penal institution erect­ 
ed in Idaho T erritory, aud what tales 
it could tell of the crim es and des­ 
peradoes of this early mining cam p! 
But the jail is deserted nowadays, 
and in and out of the stage bam chug 
the flivvers of the men who work in 
the logging camps.

AVE you ever experienced a long auto- 
mobile journey, over hill and dale and 
mountainous country, in all kinds of 
weather, across level stretches of high- 
way, almost barren of scenery depicted 


as beautiful, and found a haven of ease and 
comfort where a pleasant, delectable meal could 
be enjoyed in the peace one so thoroughly enjoys 
on such occasion*;9 


I ask this in aH sincerity. I ask this because 


I have on many occasions, experienced just s-ach 
a sensation, but instead of a nice quiet restful" 
dining room, I was jammed and crowded -into 
all kinds of restaurants and forced to fairly 
devour _ unseasoned food, poorly prepared 
and 


served in a rather distasteful manner. At the same 
time I wish it to be noted that I also enjoyed the 
privilege of a well prepared dinner in a peaceful, 
restful dining room. 


On this latter occasion, at the Blue Parrot Tea 


Room, Gettysburg, Pa., I believe I found the peak 
of perfection in dinner service. 
Not only so far 


as concerns the actual serving, but the preparation 
of the food, its seasoning, its well-chosen variety, 
in a homey, comfortable atmosphere. 


My experience at the Blue Parrot Tea Room, at 


Gettysburg, the scenr of the greatest Battle ever 
fought on American soil, is worthy of -mention, 
and I pass it on to those who may follow in my 
wake and who will appreciate it as I did undei 
similar circumstances. 


With a paity of four, we had traveled leisurely 


from the Rocky Mountain district to Chicago 
After several dai/s in Chicago, we continued east- 
ivard to Detroit, thence to Cleveland. Niagoio 
Folk, Buffalo, 
Rochester, Albany and Boston 


From Boston to New York for several days rest, 
thence to Philadelphia. 


From the Independence Hall city we proceeded 


on our way to Pittsbinqh, intending to view (he 
large battlefields 
at Gettysburg. 
We had heard 


considerable of tins historic shrine. Many of the 
comments ueie adver.se, because of the size of the 
community winch plays host to the traveler who 
yearly-visit this battleground. 
We were reluctant 


to spend much tune at Gettysburg, because of this, 
but had fully decided to view the field, to spend as 
much time as was necessary. 
We wanted to 


return home to our folks and be in a position to 
tell them thai we had seen the highspois of interest 
in the Eastern section of the United States. 


We left Philadelphia about 9-30 o'clock in the 


morning and for the first sixty miles everything 
proceeded smoothly. 
We were a bit boastful of 


our motor trip, because ue had, so far, experienced 
no difficulty 
or delays. 


However, we loere doomed to a short-lived 


sensation of motor comfort. 
A tire blew out. 


This only necessitated a biief delay, to change 
tires. The spare tire gave way within the next 
fifteen miles and our second and lost spare tire 
ivas put into use. We were satisfied that we were 
rather comfortably fixed and had decided to con- 
tinue on our way with only four good pieces of 
rubber and have the two spares repaired while we 
were touring the Gettysburg Battlefield. 


These plans were well laid and eierything 


would have ironed itself out in good foi m had we 
not picked up two nails; and so we bumped to a 
stop on three good tires and one flat. 


There was nothing to do, but have our inner 


tubes patched. 
This put a serious crimp in our 


plans. 
Howcier we finally got under way again 


and shortly after iwo o'clock'in the afternoon we 
rolled into Gettysburg, tired, weary, a bit out of 
sorts, and hungry—clear through. 


For the last twenty miles, our thoughts centered 


on a good meal to replenish the gnawing feeling 
that continued to exert itself in the pit of our 
stomachs. 
We thrived solely on the thought of the 


good meal we were to receive at Gettysburg. 
We 


expected considerable from the Blue Parrot Tea 
Room. We had been informed in advance that 
it was an excellent eating room, hence our Jnmger 
ivas to be appeased by some sweet morsels. 


At the Blue Parrot we stopped. 
We failed to 


observe the exterior, except for the huge electric 
sign, which, by the way, « fhe largest in Gettys- 
burg, and fairly rushed through the front door. 
We were greeted by the Manager who escorted us 
to the entrance to the dining room, where the 
hostess ushered us to a neatly appointed table. 


Our orders had been taJcen and upon our return 


to the table we ivere immediately served our first 
course. -1 call it the first course, although it is 
not so arranged on the menu. I comment on 
this early service because of the hour of the day— 
2 o'clock in the afternoon—a ghastly hour to 
expect service of any kind in a small town. 
The 


soup course was a splendid appetizer, or teaser, for 


what v}as to follow. 
It was well seasoned and 


just snappy enough to add zeot io our appetites. 


To comment on the rest of the meal and still do 


justice to each item of food would requne additional 
paragraphs. 
As a whole, the meal was the best I 


had ever eaten in my many years of travel. Each 
table was covered with spotless linen. The silver- 
ware was the best, mcely arranged and the china 
was, well^t was something to marvel at. 


The main issue is this — not one bite of the mc.nl 
. 


uas unsavory. 
Tnc dinning worn was restful. 


The color scheme, not onlu of //;/* walls b^i /7v 
wall-paper, the tables, chairs, curtains and even 
the serving tables, about which the hostesses 
busied themselves with lime or no noise, was the 
most 
pleasant 
I 
had 
ever seen. 
Everything 


seemed to be ananged to please jaslidwus people — 
yet not ovet done as to offend 
those inexperienced 


in visiting lea rooms or dining rooms. 


There was a pleasant atmosphere of ease and 


comfort about the place. 
Our hostess was pleasant 


and eager to satisfy our eveiy need. She catered 
in an experienced manner to our wishes and 
wants and seemed to enjoy doing for us. 
It was 


an ideal place for our party — weary and tired as we 
were. 


I made up my mind that I would learn the 


method adopted in the Blue Parrot Tea Room, 
hence when we concluded our dessert, I approached 
the Manager. 


"Just hoio do you manage to conduct such a 


place in so small a town, catering as you must, to 
so m'any classes of people0" I queried. 


"It is our business to satisfy 
everyone who 


enters our place," I was informed. 
"We en- 


counter many make-ups in our clientele, but we 
strive to satisfy everyone. 
Our hostesses are in- 


structed to serve what each guest wishes, to serve 
large portions and icpcal them if desired. 
Our 


kitchen staff has been instructed to-servo only the 
best food and to male no attempt to serve any un- 
seasonable food, regardless of the waste requited 
in such a process. We are here to serve meals. 
If our guests return, we want them to be assured 
that upon each occasion they shall receive the 
same courteous beatmenl." 


So friendly did my target of verbal attack ap- 


pear that I urged him on and even went so far as 
to ask to be shown the rest of the establishment. 


Into the kitchen we went. The secret of the 


issue was found there. It was spotlessly white. 
ceiling, walh and floor. Waste material was 
hidden in air-tight containers. 
The range was 


shiny black. 
The serving table had been scrubbed 


a bristling jimsfi. 
The watfte irons, that Hart 


been recently used, were clean as a whistle. 
The 


coffee urn was sinning ft om a high polish. There 
was no wasted drops found on the tray underneath. 
The pantry, in charge of a very capable woman, 
loos neat, orderly and well arranged. 
Everything 


was in leadincss for immediate service and each 
member of the kitchen staff, 
six in all, busied 


himself or herself in. a graceful fashion, fully 
conscious of the task before them, yet unruffled, 
not 


a bit uneasy and steady. 


In the rear of the kitchen, we found the fowl 


yard and cleaning room. Every fowl is killed, 
cleaned and dressed bij the kitchen staff. 
This is 


all done in special rooms or yards.

basement was the storage room where everything 
imaginable in a well managed establishment, can 
be found.

The ceiling was 


beamed and tinted a rich cream-color. Lloyd- 
Loom wicker furniture in abundance graced the 
foyer, convenient for guests. A small confectionery 
case was arranged at one end of the room and only 
the best candies io be had anywhere, were found 
on display. 


The dining room, I learned, <has a seatina 


capacity for 125. The room is heated by an oil- 
burning furnace. 
Only luncheons, dinners and 


suppers 
are served. Meals 
are served from 


eleven o clock in the morning until nine- o'clock 
at night. 


In such a place Q»P would imagine, that the 


clientele, those wlio patronize dining room? away 
from home, would consist of a certain class of 
people 
I learned differently. 
Everyone is, ac- 


corded the same treatment, and my experience Jias 
been that everybody can find a pleasant, comfortable 
feeling while eating at the Blue Parrot Tea Room. 


A distinction is not drawn for this or that class 


of patrons. The dining room is aptly suited to 
everyone. 


I also learned that scarcely a Sunday passes 


but what a delegation of distinguished Washington 


^diplomats dine at the Blue Pairot Tea Room. I 


teamed from a newspaper clipping on the window 
that Douglas Fairbanks and Mary Pickford with 
Gloria Swanson and her husband had dined there 
I also noticed that many Gettysburg business men 
were in the dinning room, on one occassion that 
/ dined there. 


Benedict Silver platters, Shenango China and 


Community Silver are used. 


Before we left I inquired if many requests were 


made by guests to inspect the kitchen and other 
sections of the business. I was informed that a 
number of requests had been made and that in 
each instance they had been complied with, except 
on one or two occasions, when the dining room - 
and kitchen forces were unusually busy and it 
would have caused considerable congestion to 
escort visitors into the kitchen, the pantry and 
the storage at that lime. 
However I was told 


that guests are privileged to inspect the operations 
at any lime, providing of course the congestion is 
not too great. 


Gettysburg should b.e proud of the Blue Parrot 


Tea Room. I know that I for one will be pleased 
to recommend it to any of my Gettysburg-bound 
friends.

AVE you ever experienced a tony auto- 
WR mobile journey, over hill and dale and

With a party of four, ive had traveled leisurely 
from the Pocky Mountain district to Chicago. 
After several days in Chicago, we conli auld east­ 
ward to Detroit, thence to Cleveland, Niagara 
Palls, Buffalo, Rochester, Albany and Poston. 
Prom Poston to New York for several days rest, 
thence to Philadelphia. 
• 
• 
Prom the Independence Hall city we proceeded 
on our way to Pittsburgh, intending to view the 
large battlefields at Gettysburg. 
We had heard 
considerable of this historic shrine. 
Many of the 
comments were adverse, because of the size of the 
community which plays host to the travelers who 
yearly visit this battleground. 
We were reluctant 
to spend much time at Gettysburg, because of this, 
but had fully decided to view the field, to spend as 
much time as teas necessary. 
We wanted to 
return home to our folks and be in a position to 
tell them that we had seen the highs pots of interest 
in the Pastern section of the ( 'lilted States. 
We left Philadelphia about 9:30 o'clock in the 
morning and for the first sixty miles everything 
proceeded smoothly. 
We were a bit boastful of 
our motor trip, because we had, so far, experienced 
no difficulty or delays. 


However, we were doomed to a short-lived 
sensation of motor comfort. 
A tire blew out. 
This only necessitated a brief delay, to change 
tires. 
The sjiare lire gave way within the next 
fifteen miles and our second and last spare tire 
was put into use. 
Il e were satisfied that we were 
rather comfortably fixed and had decided to con­ 
tinue on our way with only four good pieces of 
rubber and have the two spares repaired while we 
were louring the Gettysburg Battlefield. 
These plans were ivell laid and everything 
would have ironed itself out in good form had we 
not picked up two nails; and so we bumped to a 
stop on three good tires and one flat. 
There was nothing to do, but have our inner 
tubes twitched. 
This put a serious crimp in our 
plans. 
However we finally got under way again 
and shortly after two o'clock in the afternoon we 
rolled into Gettysburg, tired, weary, a bit out of 
sorts, and hungry—clear through. 
For the last twenty miles, our thoughts centered 
on a good meal to replenish the gnawing feeling 
that continued to exert itself in the pit of our 
stomachs.

was unsavory. 
The dinning room was restful. 
The color scheme, not only of the walls, but the 
wall-paper, the tables, chairs, curtains and even 
the serving tables, about which the hostesses 
busied themselves with little or no noise, was the 
most 
pleasant 
I 
had ever seen. Everything 
seemed to be arranged to please fastidious people— 
yet not overdone as to offend those, inexperienced 
in visiting tea rooms or dining rooms. 
There was a pleasant atmosphere of ease and 
comfort about the place. 
Our hostess was pleasant 
and eager to satisfy our every need.

The serving table had been scrubbed 
a bristling finish. 
The traffic irons, that had 
been recently used, were clean as a whistle. 
The 
coffee urn was shining from a high polish. 
There 
was no wasted drops found on the tray underneath. 
The pantry, in charge of a very capable woman, 
was neat, orderly and m il arranged. Everything 
was in readiness for immediate service and each 
member of the kitchen staff, six in all, busied 
himself or herself in a graceful fashion, fully 
conscious of the task before them, yet unruffled, not 
a bit uneasy and steady. 
In the rear of the kitchen, we found the fowl 
yard and cleaning room. 
Every fowl is killed, 
cleaned and dressed by the kitchen staff.

Four ice-generating machines were also found. 
I n response lo a query I learned that each refriger­ 
ator has its own machine. 


The potato peeler urns aho cleaned to perfection. 
Each article had its place and each article was in 
its place. 
Pots, paris, roasters and what not, 
found and used in all well equipped kitchens, 
had their place suspended on a rack above a large 
table near the range; I have never seen a better 
arranged or a cleaner kitchen. 


The lobby or foyer was neatly appointed. 
Belgium rugs and Belgium wall paper graced the 
floors and walls respectively. 
The ceiling teas 
beamed arui tinted a rich cream-color. Lloyd- 
loom wicker furniture in abundance graced the 
foyer, convenient for guests. 
A small confectionery

all times to stand aloof from the tra- 
ditional hates which premeate almost 
every part 
of Europe," said Dr. 


Henry W. A. Hanson, president of 
Gettysburg college, upon his return 
from a three months trip in Europe. 


"I went to Europe with the con- 


viction that America's participation in 
the great world court will be a great 
stabilizing influence in Europe. After 
going through the countries and talk- 
ing with people from various walks 
of life, I caF>e away feeling the wis- 
dom of Washington's dictum." - 


When asked what he thought of 


Mussolini, Fascist Dictator of Italy, 
Doctor Hanson said: "Mussolini, in 
my judgment, stands between bolshe- 
vism and modern Italy, There is no 
man in Europe who has commanded 
the admiration and loyal 
affection 


which Mussolini enjoys. Italy is solid- 
ly back of him. One evidence of his 
tremenduous influence in Italy lies in 
the fact that the Sacco-Vanzetti riots 
were entirely absent from Italy. The 


voyage crossing the Atlantic and later 
on the Mediterranean Sea.

Dr. G. W. Wright, bishop of Sierra 


Leone, declares there are 219,000 
slaves in the British protectorate of 
Sierra Leone, whom the British gov- 
ernment, because of treaties with 
native chiefs, is unable to release ex- 
cept by payment of $20 each. 


"Slaves are inherited," the bishop 


says in a statement calling'attention 
to the evil, "and in most cases are 
relatives of the family. 
Last Feb- 


ruary my cook came to me and want- 
ed to borrow §10 to complete a sum 
oft§40 with which to buy freedom 
for his step-brother and sister, who 
were slaves in the protectorate area. 


"1 pointed out that these relatives 


were actually" in my house in. Free-

\vere, ipso facto, free. My cook, how- 
ever, insisted that they should be 
properly paid for and went back next 
day with tb^m to get their freedom 
certified before the district commis- 
sioner.

Now that the day of log cabins has 
long since passed, however, promoters

can nomination is yet uncertain. But 
in the earlier life of ?t least one of 
the candidates—Herbert Hoover—his 
backers have an unrivaled chance to 
appeal to admirers of the Horatio 
Alger brand of hero—the poor boy 
who made a fortune and married the 
banker's daughter. 


Hade Million Before He Was 30' 
In fact, a glance over the little- 


known high lights of Secretary Hoo- 
vei's early life brings out a story that 
probably exceeds anything Alger or 
even his more modern imitators ever 
concocted. For Hoover is an actual 
example of a type sometimes pictured 
in fiction, but very rarely encountered 
in r-eal life—the poor boy who makes 
a million before he is 30. 


Hoover, in fact, was a millionaire 


when he was only 27, and he made 
eveiy cent of it by his own ingenuity 
and ability. Fuithermoie, he got his 
stait accumulating thfit million by 
accepting a $50-a-month job as a clerk 
and typist. 


IS Leland Stanford Graduate 


He graduated from Leland Stanford 


university, through which he had put 
himself entirely by his own efforts. 
Immediately after getting his degree 
as a mining engineer, Hoover took a 
small job in a New Mexican mine, but 
in the summei of 1895 he w-ent to 
Louis Janin, a California mining en- 
gineer. Janin said he needed only a 
typist. 


"I'll take the job, as typist," Hoover 


implied, "and I'll report for work next 
Tuesday, if that's agreeable " He did 
not explain why he wanted to wait fivn 
days, as it was then Thuisday, but 
Mr. Janin learned the reason later.
